the 15th inst., whon she was sbont 50° miles 
to the north of Amey. On examining. the 
engines it wag’ fonnd that they wire intact, 
and {t was then thought thot the steamer

LOSS OF THE M. M. STEAMER 
"OMENGALEA" - 

“The Agent of the Mossagerios Maritimes, M. 
de Chanrpooux, has received information from 
Ghanghai stating that tho (‘ompany’s steamer 
Mensaleh was lost on Saturday morning, the 21st 
inst. Through § machinery accident she sank, 
deven wiles north.aast of the Saddles North, 
after having 
twelve honrs. f 

The passengers. orew, mails, and baggage were 
anved and bronght to Woosung by the Wenshiel. 

Tho Glenshiel started aynin immefiataly for 
Yokohama with the mails of the Menzaleh, 

The Menzaizh was vossel of 1,273 tons, waa 
commanded by Captain Blanc, and had becn en- 
gaged ou' the Hongkong-Japan live for many 
years. Sho loft boro on the 14th instant for her 
usual voyage, having on board.as passongera 
Messrs. Gordon Brown, Kawaus, Kubo, Mitsr, 
PLaishi, and Sasniki. Somewhore off Amoy she 
sppeara to have fallen in with the M. M. steamor 
Anadir, from Hongkong to Shanghboi, which 
was in ‘need of assistance, and towed her to 
Woosung. Particulars of the accident to the 
‘Anndir have not yet baen received, but on the 
afternoon of the 19th ‘instant'the Ayout here 
revaived the following telegram from Shanghai: 
—Anadyr moored in: the rivor waiting for tag- 
boats, which wore deapatehod  thiy marning. 
Moenz ch contiauos for Japan.” It would seam 
therefore that the Menzaleh, after safely towing 
tho othar vessel to Woosung. broke down herself 
shortly attor leaving to resume her own voyage.

All tho 
lodios -on ‘board camo on deck, partially 
clothed; but overybady was admirably com- 
posed, ;and . there” was ‘no“shrieking or oonfn- 
sion. The women wera placed on the bridge, 
aud remained there anissly awaiting orders, 
though they wore constantly drenched ‘by the 
wavod, which washed claan over the vasael.
